Advises Against Worry 
About End of the World 


Dr. A. T. Carpenter, Astronomer, Says Latest 
Calculations Place Event Some 
5,000,000 Years Off. 


Why worry about the end of the 
world? When the end does come. 
as it surely will, it will be no pitch 
: and brimstone affair, no shaking of 

mountains and lashing of seas——bdut 
one single terrific explosion, blow- 


ing to atoms not alone this mun- 
cane sphere but the entire solar 
system. 

Why worry, indeed, for that 
some 56,000,000 years off, Dr. Ar- 


thur D. Carpenter of Seattle, 


turer, asserted at a luncheon at 
Chamber of Commerce yesterday, 
attended chiefly by St. Louis sci- 
entists and educators, speaking on 
the subject, “New Worlds in the 
Making.”’ ° 
| New worlds are created, Dr. Car- 
penter related, by just such explo- 
sions, which are the result of a col- 
lision between two dead stars. Sci- 
ence—and he spoke with an intl- 
mate acquaintanceship of the fore- 
most living astronomers and voiced 
their united opinions—recognizes 
the life of the star by its white, yei- 
low and red appearance, represent- 
ing, respectively, the birth, develop- 
ment and decay of the terrestrial 
figure. The sun—the “‘star’’ of our 
solar system—is now only in the 
yellow, or middle age. 
Sun Going “Out,” He Says. 

But the sun is going “out,” as its 
gases cool, and when it becomes 
finally extinct, the temperature on 
earth will fall to 449 degrees below 
zero, he related. Which, in the 
event that the collision with some 
other heavenly body did not inter- 
vene, presented the prospect that 
life on this earth would pass away 
in much the same manner as sci- 
ence teaches its origin through 
eons of time. 

Inevitably the collision will 
come. For there is no such thing 
as a “fixed star’’ in space, though 
if Job were to come back to earth 
he would find the starry picture 
apparently the same to his eye as 
he saw it 5000 years ago, Dr. Car- 
penter narrated. Yet our sun is 
dropping toward the globular clus- 
ter of Hercules at the rate of 13 
miles a second. 

But that means nothing, as the 
speaker proceeded to show in a 
series of figures of speech calculat- 
ed to shock his hearers into a sense 
of their cosmic  infinitesimality. 
Light, as is popularly known, trav- 
els 186,000 miles a second. Yet, 
the nearest star is four and one- 
third “light years” away—the cal- 


event, at the least calculation, !¢ | 


Wash., astronomer and science lec- | 


culation of distance being made on 
the time it would take a ray of 
light to travel it. 

Measured by Light Years. 

“And there are 39 stars of the 
first magnitude—those easiest vis- 
ible to the maked eye at this time 
of year,’’ Dr. Carpenter narrated, 
“which on an avorage are 30 light 
years away. But that its nothing, 
when you consider the milky way, 
the great galacti: belt to science, 
which scientists estimate is 300,- 
(000 light-years away. And again, 
‘ our powerful telescopes have pene- 
trated it to find other spiral nebu- 
lae 800,000 light years—even 1,- 
000,000 light years, distant. 

“Our puny world is lost in in- 
terstellar computation. Stand on 
the outer edge of our solar system 
and try to find it. 
computed that to do so would be 
like searching Lake Erie to find 
a grain of sawdust one seven-thou- 
sandths of an inch in diameter.” 

Life is not confined to this 
planet, Dr. Carpenter declared, in 
the judgment of men of science. 
A mere matter of speculation, but 
consider, he asked, that 30,000,000 
suns, which potentially represent 
30,000,000 solar systems, are with- 
in the ken of the average astrono- 
mer. While, in the reatm of esti- 
mate, advanced thought has 
brought into the scientific zone the 
existence of 2,000,000,000 suns. 
And our solar system is one of 
the least of these. 

What Astronomy Teaches, 

So, the speaker declared, the 
science of astronomy seeks to 
teach a philosophy of the little- 
ness of man, He‘*traced its his- 
tory from Hipparchus, who in the 
second century before Christ laid 
the foundations for scientific as- 
tronomical study. He traced the 
development from Ptolemy of 
Alexandria, who first enunciated 
the globular theory of the earth, 
to Copernicus, who reasoned the 
sun was the center of the solar 
system, to Galileo, who fashioned 
the first telescope, and observed 
the rotary motion of the sun as 
the sun spots moved across its 
face, and finally to Sir William 
Herschel, father of modern side- 
real astronomy. 

“And to think,” he concluded, 
“that before the imagination of 
these men and in the light of our 
infinitesimal smallness, our civili- 
zation continues to permit 40,000,- 
000 of us to be slain in a century 
in fighting for a place on such a 
small grain of cosmic dust.’’

Irish Poet, in Address at Town 


Club, Says Erin’s Folk Lore
